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1. On 9 August 1950 flying with four 1-2 biplanes was observed at Dredow (i 53/ 
255) airfield, The planes had white~berdered red Soviet stars, the white 
nurbers 2,5,8 and 9 on their rudder assemblies, and a skid fifted at the tips 
of the lower wings, app arently to soften the ‘impact on bad landinrs, * 


2. Local flichts were continually made, the Visibility was rood end the sky slightly 
cloudy. The planes were alternately occupied by-one or tuo men. Ground signals 
were fired, red flares neaning "do not land" and green flares "land", A biplane 
once towed a sleeve tarret and left the field for about 20 ninutes.
